Under the new charter which goes 
into effect with the new year the 
public school teachers will be pro- 
tected under civil service. 

The committee Friday also ap- 
proved an ordinance recommending 
that after January 1,*the Georgia 
workmen’s compensation act apply to 
all city employees, except department 
heads and elective officers, and an 
ordinance recommending that the po- 
lice, health, water.and park com- 
mittees, supplanting existing boards, 
be composed of one member from 
each ward, but leaving off the mayor 
' as ex-officio member. 

Committees to Nominate. 

Authority is given each committee 
to nominate the head of the depart-

ment over which it has control and 
general council will elect from the 
nominations so made. Chief of po- 
lice, city health officer, chief of the 
Sanitary department and superintend- 
ent of parks will be elected in this 
way. 

The police and fire departments 
_ now operate under rules of the civil 

service. Present department heads, 
under the ordinance approved, where 
elected for terms will serve to the 
end of their terms. Where serving 
under civil service, they will continue 
under its rules. 

A civil Mervice board of three mem- 
bers is created, subject to appoint- 
ment by the mayor and confirmation 
by council. The board is empowered 
to employ a secretary and a chief 
- examiner. 

It shall fix a classified standard 
of service and hold examinations to 
test the qualifications of applicants 
for municipal jobs. Those who pass 
the tests will be placed on the eligible 
list 

Council Will Elect. 

Those employees now elected by 
council will continue to be elected. 
but elections shall be from those quali- 
fied under the civil service rules. 


Stamboulisky was holding out for 
the actual possession by Bulgaria o1| 
the port of Dedeagatch, contending 
that.in no other way would Bulgaria: 
be guaranteed free commerce. Venizel- 
0s opposed this proposal in an impas-| 
sioned speech, demanding a free port 
at Dedeagatch under the control of a\ 
mixed commission. 

“The temper of the vedich of M. 
Venizelos alone indicates what diffi- 
culties Bulgaria would have in dealing 
through a port which is not actually 
in her possession,” M. Stamboulisky 
retorted. 

This clash did not give weight to the 
rumors of a Balkan entente, to include 
Greece, Bulgaria, Rumania and Jugo 
Slavia, which rumors have been cir- 
culated in Lausanne for the past few 
days. Bulgaria today made reserva- 
tions on the decision to give her the 
use of Dedeagath as a free port and 
Turkey made reservations on the plan 
for demilitarizing the netural zone 
along the western border without giv- 
ing. her any guarantees that neutrali- 
ty would be respected. 

Thus Lausanne seemingly. already is 
getting. into the class of the Genoa 
conference, whieh was more notable 
for the reservations the powers: made 
than it was for definite agreements 
arrived at without reservations.

OUSTED BY COUNCIL 


Nashville, Tenn., November 24.— 
As the culmination of a bitter fight 
over police and city board of educa- 
tion appointments, Felix Z. Wilson, 
mayot of Nashville since May, 1921, 
was ousted tonight by the city coun- 
cil and Percy Sharpe, prominent fur- 
niture man, was elected in his place.

SURPRISE 
TO ENGLAND. 

London, November 24.—Announce- 
ment of the execution in Dublin of 
Erskine Childers, leading lieutenant 
of Eamon de Valera, was reveived 
here shortly after noon today. It 
came as a surprise to England, where 
it was believed the Free State author- 
ities would hesitate to impose this 
penalty. 

The execution removes the most 
important figure in the republiean 
movement in Ireland next to Mr. de’ 
Valera, with whom Childers, a man 
of strong personality, is generally 
credited here with having had strong 
influence. 

To Childers is ascribed perhaps the 
leading part in engineering the pres- 
ent armed revolt against the Free 
State government and he was known 
as the military strategist who plan- 
ned the operations. It was to Chil- 
ders that Winston Churchill, former 
colonial secretary, recently referred 
ip a ‘speech as “that mischievous, 
murderous renegade, that Englishman 
who is inspired by an equal meas- 
ure of hatred both for this island and 
for the one in which he now has taken 
up his abode.” 

The opinion has been frequently ex- 
pressed in responsible quarters here 
that the Free State authorities could 
lay their hands on Eamon de Valera, 
as they did on Childers, at any time 
they desired, but that they did not 
wish to do so in view of the 
aftermath.

This criticism may be timely and 
justified so far as it goes; but it 


fails to take into account the real} 


cause of our national peril. 


Our real danger is due not so} 


much,to the fact oftour “returning 
to the fools’ paradise of unprepared- 
ness” as to the fact that we are 
dwelling in “the fools’ paradise” of 
“splendid isolation!” 

It is all very well to keep our 
military forces fit, well equipped 
and in fighting trim so long as the 
rest of the world is armed; but the 
best and most reliable protection 
this or any government could have 
against hostile attack is the friend- 
ship and good will of the other na- 
tions of the world. ° 

But we cannot expect to enjoy 
that sort of protection so long as 
we adhere to the policy of disre- 
garding the welfare of other nations 
and peoples and of refusing to co- 
operate with other countries in an 
effort to solve the post-war prob- 
lems of humanity and to perpetuate 
peace and fellowship among our 
neighbor nations. 

The good will of other nations 
would be the best form of prepared- 
ness this nation could adopt. 


SERVICE AND SUBSIDY. 

Complaint of consignees in for- 
eign ports, about the service they 
receive from American ocean Car- 
rier lines as compared with that fur- 
nished by ships of foreign registry, 
indicate that a subsidy is not the 
cure for all that is wrong with our 
merchant marine. 

Inferior management seems to be 
one cause of the trouble from which 


Americam shipping interests profess 
to be suffering; and subsidy cannot 
cure that. 

Lack of consideration for the in- 
terests of the shipper seems to be 
another; and subsidy by the Ameri- 
can government—which is nothing 
more nor less than a species of 
cash bonus that must come out of 
the pockets of the American people 
—certainly is not the remedy for 
that. 

Illustrating the laxity of the aver- 
age American ship-owner in his deal- 
ings with foreign consignees, and 
how it operates to drive business 
from him to other shipping inter- 
ests, the Singapore representative 
of a great American exporting firm 
wrote to the Springfield ‘( Mass.) 
Republican recently, in part -as fol- 
lows: 

During the last six months I have 
received American shipments 
amounting to several hundred cases 
and shipped by a variety of lines— 
American, Japanese, British and 
Dutch. Not only has there been not 


the slightest evidence of discrimina-# 


tion, but as a plain matter of fact 
conspicuously the best- service re- 
ceived has been from an English 
line, while the only out-and-out ex- 
ample of bad service was from an 
American line operated for the ac- 
count of the shipping board. 

As a general rule trans-Pacific 
targo,for Singapore is transshipped 
at Hongkong, for the only direct 
boats are very slow. The English 
line which I speak of has in every 
instance notified me on the arrival 
of goods in Hongkong, and has 
transshipped such goods to a boat 
for Singapore within an average 
time of two days, making the total 
time from Vancouver to Singapore 
just 38 days. The American line 
gave no notice on arrival at Hong- 
kong,.and 60 cases were held there 
nearly three weeks before trans- 
shipment, making a total time from 
San Francisco to Singapore of 48 
days. 


Our contemporary in whose col- 
umns this communication was pub- 
lished suggests that “perhaps the 
lack of quick accommodation in the 
American line’s service is due to 
government control of the shipping 
business;”’ but that is neither here 
nor there, for if the management of 
our lines is not measurably to 
blame for the inefficiency of* ships 
flying the American flag, it is neith- 
er logical nor right to expect the 
American public to pay for it 
through increased taxation in order 
to safeguard the ship-owners against 
loss.

Fear $250,000 Property Loss 
If Commercial Devel- 
opment Is Made. 


Depreciation of nearly a quarter- 
million dollars in value of residence 
lots along Peachtree road is feared by 
property owners as a réaylt of the 


proposed erection of a block of stores 
and gasoline filling stations just south 
of “Dead Man’s curve.” 

This information was’ made public 
Friday by E. R. Beckwith, executive 
secretary of the Buckhead Improve- 
ment club, following a meeting of the 
club at his home Thursday night. 

Residents slong Peachtree road, 
Mr. Beckwith said, are aroused over 
what they consider the threatened 
spoiling of one of the finest residence 
sections in the southeast and are, 
he said, determined to fight the pro- 
posed commercial development to the 
last ditch. 


Offer Is Refused. 


The sponsors of the proposed com- 
mercial development, W. H. Roane 
and R., Lamb and brother, were 
represented at the meeting of the club 
Thursday by Mr. Roane. Members 
of the club present, including Clar- 
ence Haverty, Cam M. Dorsey, T. H. 
McCrea, Beverly DuBose, and Edwin 
Johnson, offered to buy the site of the 
proposed development at a price which 
would have meant a substantial profit, 
one running well into four figures, 
it was stated. This offer was refused 
by the owners, through Mr. Roane, 
who insisted that they intended to go 
through with the original development 
plan. 

A number of property owners, Mr. 
Beckwith stated, will be faced with 
heavy losses through depreciation in 
values that they will be helpless to 
prevent if the commercial block is 
built. Much of the land, beginning 
at Peachtree creek and running far 
out Andrews drive and Peachtree 
road, was sold under “limited deeds,” 
part-of the consideration being that 
only homes could ever be built on 
the land. If a store or apartment 
house, or any structure other than a 
home is built, the hand will revert to 
its original owner. 


Face One-Fourth Loss, ; 

The land, which at present is worth 
more than $100 a front foot as resi- 
dence property, will depreciate at 
least one-fourth, some of it more than 
that, if stores are built near it, ac- 
cording to Mr. Beckwith. People will 
not invest $100 a front foot for home- 
building purposes in laud that ic near 
a commercial development of any sort, 
he said. 

As far as the members of the Buck- 
head Improvement club know now, 
Mr. Beckwith said, théy have no legal 
defense against the imminent de- 
struction of the high residence prop- 
erty values along the Peachtree road. 

“It seems to all of us, however, 
that it would be poor business judg- 
ment to build stores in the heart of 
a residence section where every resi- 
dent is hostile against the stores,” 
Mr. Beckwith declared. 

“It may well be taken as oa fovore- 
gone conclusion that people who live 
in a section which has been hurt by 
the intrusion of stores, will not pat- 
ronize the people who operate the 
stores, and I feel safe in saying that 
the people of this community will not 
give the patronage necessary to en- 
courage tradespeople to enter busi- 
ness in this section.” ,

Leave the center of your rooms as 
clear as possible. Choose chairs and 
tables that are small in size, and use 
a rug or rugs of a plain materialin 
one or two tones. A drop-leaf table 
may be used in the dining room,. and 
when not in use it may be stood 
against the wall. 

If, as so frequently *happens, the 
entrance hall in your apartment is 
small and very dark, use plenty of ar- 
tificial light and have a bowl or vase 
of some bright, cheerful color.

Enterprise. 


Wichita, Kan., November 24.— 
Unanimous opposition to a ship sub- 
sidy by the American government; en- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend: 
ment, and election of the president 
and vice president of the United States 
by direct voté were some of the ex-; 
pressions today of the national grange. 

The resolution against the ship sub- 
sidy bill reads: ! 

“Resolved, Bhat the National 
Grange in fifty-sixth session assembled 
at Wichita, Kan., November 24, 1922, 
and representing nearly 1,000,000 or- 
ganized farmers of America, hereby de- 
clares its unalterable opposition to all 
ship subsidy legislation, and to every 
form of direct subsidy to private en- 
terprises. 

“And: it hereby pledges the full 
strength of the organization toward; 
the defeat of whatever form of ship 
subsidy legislation has been or here- 
after may be introduced into congress.’ 

Another resolution in answer to ar- 
guments of shipping interests in favor 
of a subsidy on the ground that un- 
favorable laws hamper the new indus- 
try and that it must perish unless 
a subsidy is granted was adopted. It 
reads : 

“If upon investigation it is found 
that the American merebant marine is 
handicapped in its operation by present 
conditions or laws, then the grange 
favors @ revision of the navigation 
laws, rather than governmen aid 
through a ship subsidy.” . 

The session of the National Grange 
went on record as upholding the en- 
forcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and pledging the aid of the 
grange in opposition to any effort to 
legalize the sale of light wines and 
beer. 

Approval of the election of the presi- 
dent and the vice president of 
the United States by direct vote and 
the abolition of the electoral college 
was expressed’ by the grange. The 
motion had been deftated at thirteen 
previous sessions, but passed today by 


a vote of 24 to 17. 

No election of national officers was 
held at the se@sion here, which ended 
today. Officers are elected bi-an- 
nually and the next election will be 
held during the 1923 session at Pitts-
